Surrender Of Pantelleria Puts Allies Step Nearer Invasion 


(lsy Tnt* AMOClttld Trees) 
Surrender of Pantelleria, a volcanic island jutting out of the 
Sicilian Strait about midway betw een Tunisia and Sicily, came to­ 
day after 19 day* of pounding by Ai I led aerial and naval fleets, 
The gun? of the British Navy thundered six times within ten days 
against the batteries Mussolini had stationed on the Mediterranean 
bastion, and drew weak and ineffectual replies, 
It was the first stepping stone taken by the Allies on the path to 
Europe's “underbelly” since the fall of Tunisia. 
With its fall went another jewel in Mussolini’s dream of empire. 
Some of Pantelleria** defenses were mole-hko, with under­ 
ground airplane hangars and gym emplocements dug into the rocks. 
* These the Allied bombers sought out with skip-bombing, sending 


explosive cargoes riocheting into the mouths of the cave-like shelters. 


On the northwest coast of the island it the only town, Pan- 
tellcria, and the only harbor, which can accommodate boats of shal­ 
low' draft. 
Woods am thick over the hilly terrain and a volcanic 
crater reaches to a peak of 2,000 feet. 
Mussolini began fortifying Pantelleria in 1937 and hoped with 
it to seal off the Medite rranean into an effective “Mare Nostrum” for 
the Italians. 
In this grandiose scheme, it was even 
planned 
to 
stretch submarine nets from Pantelleria to Sicily, and from Pantel­ 
leria to Tunisia. Thus Mussolini hoped to command the sea passages 
and squeeze off the Mediterranean in the middle.

Roosevelt signed the pay-as-you- I 
go tax bill late yesterday orders 
were flashed to internal revenue 
collectors throughout the coun­ 
try releasing millions 
of 
forms 
and instruction sheets for employ- j officially 
ers, who 
become 
the 
govern­ 
m ent’s collection agents. 
Although the 
legislation 
be­ 
comes effective July I, its w ith­ 
holding provisions will not be felt 
by the majority of taxpayers un­ 
til July 8 or later—July IO for 
most people on a weekly wage 
basis. 
This is because of a provision 
applying the 20 
percent 
w ith­ 
holding levy to payroll periods 
which begin on or after July I. 
Thus the 
first 
weekly 
payroll 
period in July from which deduc­ 
tions could be made would end 
on July 8. 
The treasury 
is 
reported 
to 
have prepared a comprehensive 
program of new levies to meet 
Mr. Roosevelt’s request for an 
additional $16,000,000,000 in taxes 
and savings to help finance the 
war. 
The treasury proposals, said to 
have been presented to James F. 
Byrnes, w ar mobilization direc­ 
tor. include 
suggestions 
for 
a 
spending tax, new excise levies 
and higher individual and cor­ 
poration income taxes. 
The new 
pay-as-you-go 
law 
grants a 75 to IOO percent abate­ 
ment on either 1942 or 1943 taxes, 
whichever are lower, but does 
not grant relief from the quar­ 
terly tax installment 
due 
next 
Tuesday on 1942 tax liabilities. 
Tin* IOO percent abatement ap ­ 
plies only to those whose tax lia­ 
bility is $50 or less. For those 
whose abatem ent year tax bill is 
between $50 and $66.67, a flat $50 
abatem ent is granted, and 
for 
those whose abatement year bill 
is over $66.67, an abatement of 
75 percent is granted. 
The remaining 25 percent must 
be paid, 121 2 percent next March 
15 and 12’ 2 percent March 15, 
1945. 
Among the instructions issued 
by the treasury is one requiring 
all employers who withhold a 
total of more 
than 
$100 
from 
their employes’ wages in any one 
month to turn the withholdings 
over to a treasury depositary by 
the 10th of the following month.

The 
applica tion m ust be made on OPA 
form R-16 by the consum er him ­ 
self, or by som eone a cting for him, 
either in person or by mail. The 
applica tion can be made to the 
board only for the pla ce where the 
consum er lives him self, subm it­ 
ting with the a pplica tion a w ritten 
sta tem ent from a licensed phy ­ 
sician or snrpreon show ing why he 
must have more processed foods 
and why he ca nnot use unrationed 
foods instea d. 
The hoard, a fter it decides tha t 
the a pplica tion is b o na fid « 
and 
proper and the a pplica nt’s hea lth 
depends on using processed foods 
exceeding the a m ount his ra tion 
book a llow s, can issue to the a ppli­ 
ca nt the number of point* neces­ 
sa ry to get the a dditiona l food* he 
needs. 
Help for Inva lids 


This loosening of restrictions 
will help ma ny invalids or sem i­ 
inva lids, pa rticula rly those with 
digestive disturba nce* — ulcer of 
the stomach 
or duodenum, acid 
dy spepsia , som e ca ses of ga ll­ 
stones and those with form* of in­ 
testina l 
indigestion. 
For these, 
processed, pureed and soft foods 
are necessa ry and it is only proper 
and fa ir tha t restrictions on their 
ability to obtain such foods should 
be lifted. 
Thanks to the efforts of the 
Cornmittee on Food Ra tioning of 
the New York D ia betes A ssocia ­ 
tion, inva lids with dia betes are 
a lso receiving specia l considera ­ 
tion. Suggestions to dia betics are 
as follow s: 
V olunta ry surrendering of su g­ 
ar ration cards should be the first 


step towa rds the registra tion of 
diabetic*; in place a f suga r ra ­ 
tions. the dia betic pa tient should 
receive extra ration card* for pro­ 
tein foods, capec lady m ea t. m ilk 
and butter, and fresh or canned 
vegeta bles and fruits. 


Providing Freak Vegeta ble* 
Difficult 
The im porta nt problem is to pro­ 
vide sufficient fresh and ca nned 
fruit* and vegeta b les—especia lly 
green vegeta bles to provide su f­ 
ficient bulk — to com pensa te for

It is doubtful w hether 
there exists in the diabetic a need

and other fa ts m ay replace butter 
to the sa m e extent advocated for 
normal individua ls.
